Campus  Accomplishments:  This  organization  was  founded  in  fall 
2006  and  has  worked  on  several  campaigns  in  the  interest  of 
animals  during  its  first  year.  These  include: 

Cage-free  Egg  Campaign:  The  Animal  Liberation  League  spent  the 
year  encouraging  Dining  Services  to  end  its  purchase  of  eggs  from 
hens  confined  in  cages  so  small  they  cannot  stretch  their  wings.  In 
doing  so,  it  gathered  more  than  500  petition  signatures  from  the 
student  body  supporting  the  effort  demanding  that  Denison  switch 
its  eggs  to  those  that  are  Certified  Humane  cage-free.  The  League  also 
received  more  than  100  personalized  egg  messages  from  students 
that  were  displayed  on  banners. 

Victoria's  Dirty  Secret/Catalog  Campaign:  The  League  launched  a 
continuous  campaign  on  the  catalog  industry  in  conjunction  with 
ForestEthics,  a  national  environmental  non-profit.  The  magazine 
industry  sends  out  more  than  19  billion  catalogs  each  year,  95 
percent  of  which  end  up  in  the  trash  or  are  recycled  Tlie  League  is 
encouraging  retailers  to  use  more  recycled  content  in  their  catalogs 
because  most  of  the  paper  comes  from  endangered  forests.  Logging 
there  contributes  to  the  destruction  of  these  forests,  threatening 
animals  whose  habitat  depends  on  them  and  threatens  one  of  our 
last  natural  lines  of  defense  against  global  warming.  The  group 
collected  more  than  200  post  cards  from  students  to  send  to  Victoria's 
Secret  a  retailer  that  decided  to  start  using  recycled  paper  and  stay 
out  of  endangered  forests  last  December.  The  campaign  continues  to 
encourage  otiier  top  retailers  to  foUow  in  Victoria's  Secret's  footsteps. 

Vegan  Dining  By  working  with  Dining  Services,  the  League 
encouraged  managers  to  expand  and  diversify  their  selection  of 
vegan  entrees  and  options  in  the  dining  halls  and  in  Slayten  This 
year  they  have  already  started  to  offer  vegan  desserts  in  both 
Huffman  and  Curtis  and  start  the  flash  in  the  pan  option  that  allows 
students  to  cook  stir  fries  with  items  in  the  buffet  line.
